The Fifty-first Annual Session of the Louisiana Annual Conference 
was called to order at 9 a. m., Bishop Francis J. McConnell, D.D., 
LL.D., presiding. 

Devotional exercises were conducted by the pastor, Rev. Valcour 
Chapman, after which the Sacrament of the Lord's Supper was admin- 
istered by the Bishop and District Superintendents. 

The Secretary, John A. Lindsay, called the roll of the deceased, and 
the following had answered the roll call of the Master on high: Elijah 
H. Hall, W. C. Turner, Allen Luster, and Frank Walker. The Con- 
ference stood with bowed heads while a prayer was being offered by 
the Bishop. The Secretary then called the roll of the Conference and 
the absentees were noted. (See roll.) 

Organization. 

S. M. G. Taylor nominated J. A. Lindsay for Secretary, and he was 
elected by the unanimous vote of the Conference. The following As- 
sistants were confirmed: S. S. Earles, W. Scott Chinn, T. A. Jackson, 
W. H. Lang and W. H. Jones. 

L. H. Smith was nominated and elected Statistician by acclamation, 
and the following Assistants were confirmed: A. W. M. Obee, F. D. 
Bowers and J. A. Williams. 

J. O. Brown was nominated and elected Treasurer by acclamation, 
and his assistants were confirmed, to-wit: M. R. Walker, A. Robinson, 
Arthur Booker, A. M. Taylor and I. L. Turner. 

T. A. Brown was elected Reporter to the S. W. C. A.. W. Scott 
Chinn and Rev. H. H. Dunn were elected reporters to the secular pa- 
pers or Times-Picayune. 

C. D. C. Bryant was elected Conference Postmaster. 

C. W. Reeves was elected Railroad Secretary. 

The Bar of the Conference was fixed so as to extend to the third 
window of the church, from the pulpit. 

On motion of W. Scott Chinn the printed program, with minor 
changes, was adopted as the official guide. 

Under question 14, District Superintendents W. J. M. Price and 
J. W. Turner ha dtheir characters passed and reported the work in 
their respective districts, vis., Alexandria and Lake Charles Districts. 
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On motion of W. Scott Chinn, seconded by William Emmett, a com- 
mittee of five was appointed to extend an invitation to His Excellency 
Se Governor, R. G. Pleasant, to visit and address our Conference, viz:

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AFTERNOON SESSION 

Wednesday, 2:30 P. M. 

The afternoon session was called to order at the scheduled hour. 

Devotional exercises were conducted by the Bishop, who also offered 
prayer for the success of the meeting and divine guidance. 

Under question 14, Rev. M. C. Harrisson read the report of District 
Superintendent J. A. Landry, he being sick. His character was passed. 

The relation of R. A. Taylor was changed from supernumerary to 
effective. 

Question 14: Was the character of each preacher passed or ex- 
amined? Answer: ^es. 

Every preacher on the Alexandria Distirct had his character passed 
with the "exception of J. E. Harrisson, against whom charges had been 
preferred in the courts and he had been sentenced to the penitentiary. 
Every preacher on the Lake Charles District had his character passed 
and reported his work, except Norman Ford, against whom charges 
were preferred for alleged immorality. 

All preachers on the Baton Rouge District had their characters 
passed, and reported their work. 

Every preacher on the La Teche District had his character passed, 
and reported his work. 

All preachers on the New Orleans District had their characters 
passed excepting T. F. Robinson, H. B. F. Charles and Robert Wiikins, 
all of whom had charges preferred against them. 

Every preacher on the Shreveport District had his character passed 
excepting S. McGruder, against whom charges of immorality had been 
preferred. 

In the cases of J. E. Harrisson and S. McGruder (they both having 
pleaded guilty to the charges preferred against them by the investi- 
gating committee), the Conference elected J. 0. Richards commissioner 
on the J. E. Harrisson case and J. O. Brown on the S. McGruder case, 
their findings to be reported to the Conference before its adjournment. 

On motion of W. S. Chinn, seconded by W. II. Lang, a committee of 
five was appointed to look into the cases of T. F. Robinson, H. B. F. 
Charles and Robert Wiikins. The District Superintendents named the 
following: W. L. Dyas, T. A. Hampton, W. Scott Chinn, J. L. Wilson 
and W. H. Lang. All papers were turned over to the committee, with 
power to act. 

In the case of Norman Ford, a select committee of nine was ap- 
pointed to try the case, viz: H. Daniels, W. G. Alston, T. B. Cooper, 
Sam Green, M. C. Harrisson, T. P. Norris, J. S. Weaver, C. Spears and 
J. E. Relax. V. Chapman was appointed Chairman and W. H. Jones 
Secretary.; T. A. Brown, attorney for the Church. All papers were 
turned over to W. Scott Chinn. 

The hour for Statistical Session having arrived, the Secretary, 
J. A. Lindsay, called the roll and all pastors and supplies or proba- 
tioners reported their work, viz, Benevolences and Statistics, to the 
Treasurer and Statistician, after which the usual announcements by 
the pastor and chairmen of committees were made.

Conference convened at 8 p. m. 

Devotional exercises were conducted by Rev. F. T. Chinn. Prayer 
by Rev. Arthur Robinson and Jules Benn. Hymns sung: "Nearer, My 
God, to Thee," and "Come Ye Disconsolate." 

Rev. Chinn read the Twenty-third Psalm and the evening Psalter. 

Rev. F. T. Chinn, master of ceremonies, then introduced Dr. W. W. 
Lucas, Corresponding Secretary of the Epworth League, who deliv- 
ered a master speech on behalf o fthe cause he represented. 

Dr. C. E. Oaten, Field Secretary of the Board of Conference Claim- 
ants, was then introduced and addressed the Conference in the interest 
of the Conference claimants.

SECOND DAY, MORNING SESSION 
Thursday, Jan. 23, 1919. 

Conference convened at 8:30 a. m., Bishop F. J. McConnell, D. D., 
LL. D., presiding. 

Devotional exercises were conducted by Rev. R. F. Long and T. F. 
Robinson. Prayer by Rev. J. L. Wilson. Scripture lesson, First Co- 
rinthians, fourth chapter. 

Minutes of the first day's session were read and approved as read. 

The Registrar, W. Scott Chinn, reported that Simon M. Garner hav- 
ing finished the Conference course of studies, was, on motion of the 
Registrar, graduated and elected to Elder's orders. Arthur W. M. 
Obee and Charles Anderson, having finished the Conference course, 
were graduated and elected to Elder's orders. Thomas H. Munson 
having previously been ordained, and now completing the Conference 
course ^Having been reinstated), was on motion, duly seconded, grad- 
uated from the Conference course. Robert Wilkins was continued in 
the studies of the third year. The following, having finished the 
studies of the third year, were advanced to the fourth year: Arthur 
Booker, Allen Robinson. J. S. Scott was continued in the studies of 
the second year and elected to Deacon's orders, under Seminary rule 
(to be ordained elsewhere). Eugene S. Johnson was advanced to the 
third year, admitted into full membership and elected to Deacon's 
orders. F. R. Butler was admitted into full membership, advanced to 
tji'e tnircl year, and elected to Deacon's orders. G. C. Hilton was ad- 
vanced to the studies of the third year. 

S. J. Jackson was advanced to the second year, as well as Forest 
P. Augustine, Garfield Robinson and Haftey Williams. J. Calvin was 
continued in the studies of the first year. The following were received 
on trial: Richmond Brown, I. E. Beattie, T. J. Bridgett, Wesley H. 
Davis, Ephraim Freeman, H. W. Gray, Willie S. Jones, William Jar- 
rell, A. W. Johnson, Frank J. Thomas, Leroy Fields, S. L. Lemons, and 
placed in studies of the first year. 

In the case of T. F. Robinson, the committee appointed to inves- 
tigate the matter reported that they found no cause for action and 
therefore abandoned the case. The Conference by common consent 
permitted T. F. Robinson to make a statement in his defense, after 
which (his innocence being thoroughly established), on motion of J. 
A. Lindsay the said T. F. Robinson was exhonorated from the charge, 
and his character passed. 

Dr. C. M. Melden, President of the New Orleans University, was 
then introduced and addressed the Conference in the interest of the 
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University. He brought the good news that the Louisiana Conference 
had raised for local education, this Conference year, $5,855.35, as 
against $45 just a few years ago. The Conference demonstrated their 
joy in the message by pledging to do more, or equally as good in 1919. 

The following were introduced and addressed the Conference briefly: 
Dr. C. A. Battle, pastor of the A. M. E. Church of Baton Rouge, La.; 

G. W. Daniels, pastor of the A. M. E. Church of Baton Rouge, La.; 
Dr. E. M. Jones, Field Secretary of the Board of Sunday Schools. 

The committee on the case of H. B. F. Charles reported that they 
found sufficient grounds for charges, and the following committee of 
nine was appointed to try the case: E. Hutchinson, A. C. Mitchell, 
A. Robinson, W. J. Hampton, J. J. Woolridge, S. M. Haynes, R. A. 
Walmsley, T. A. Jackson, L. L. Green, and B. J. Reddix was appointed 
Chairman, and J. R. Williams was appointed counsel for the Church. 
Rev. Charles selected T. F. Robinson as his counsel. 

The charges against Robert Wilkins were dismissed and his char- 
acter passed. 

Rev. J. 0. Richard, the commissioner in the case of James E. Har- 
risson, reported that the said J. E. Harrison having acknowledged the 
charges against him, and that he was even then serving a term in 
the State prison for his crime, therefore, on motion of J. 0. Richard, 
he was expelled from the Conference and the Methodist Episcopal 
Church. 

Dr. W. W. Lucas, Corresponding Secretary of the Board of the Ep- 
worth League, was then introduced and addressed the Conference on 
behalf of the work of the League, after which, by the suggestion of 
Dr. Lucas, the following officers were elected 1 : J. A. Lindsay, Confer- 
ence President, and Dr. T. Taylor, T. A. Jackson, J. T. Miller, C. C. 
Landry, A. W. M. Obee, District Presidents. 

On motion of T. F. Robinson the Secretary was ordered to send a 
letter of condolence to Prof. J. R. Reynolds, President of Gilbert Acad- 
emy, sympathizing with him in the death of his daughter. 

By common consent the Centenary program was changed from Fri- 
day morning to Friday night so as to give more time to the Cente- 
nar ymovement, and, on motion of W. Scott Chinn, 11 o'clock Friday 
mornin gwas fixed as the hour to hear the lecture by the Bishop on 
"My Observations in Europe." The Bishop then lectured to the class 
to be admitted into full' membership, they having signed the pledge: 
E. S. Johnson and F. R. Butler.

Thursday, Jan. 23, 1919. 

Conference convened at 2:30 p. m. 

Devotional exercises weer conducted by Rev. W. Scott Chinn. Prayer 
by the Rev. A. G. Jenkins. Dr. E. W. Kinchen then introduced Dr. 

H. C. Wilson, the Secretary of the Centenary Movement, who addressed 
the Conference in a very helpful way. Dr. H. H. Dunn, pastor of the 
Central Congregational Church, New Orleans, and press reporter, was 
introduced and addressed the Conference in a very timely and helpful 
speech. Dr. W. G. Alston then introduced Prof. J. H. Clark, President 
of the Southern University, who in his usual way thrilled the Con- 
ference with a speech fraught with much wholesome information and 
help along educational lines, etc. Prof. J. S. Jones was introduced 
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and delivered a short address. Then the missionary sermon was 
preached by the Rev. T. A. Hampton, which was a masterly effort, and 
very soul-inspiring.

THURSDAY NIGHT, JAN. 23. 

The anniversary of the Freedmen's Aid Society and the Southwest- 
ern Christian Advocate being the order of the day, devotional exercises 
were conducted by Rev. A. Robinson, prayer by Rev. H. H. Dunn. Dr. 
E. W. Kinchen introduced Dr. H. C. Wilson, who delivered a masterly 
address on Sunday observance touching the Centenary Movement. Dr. 
W. A. C. Hughes, representative of the Centenary Movement, request- 
ed Dr. G. W. Hayward to address the Conference on the Centenary, 
who addressed the Conference in a masterly way, which was very 
helpful and instructive. 

After the usual announcements, benediction by Dr. E. W. Kinchen. 

THIRD DAY, FRIDAY MORNING SESSION. 
Conference convened at 8:30 a. m. 

Dr. W. Scott Chinn conducted the devotional exercises, and song 
service for twenty minutes, prayer by Rev. H. Daniel. 

The minutes of the previous day's sessions were read and approved. 

On motion of T. B. Cooper the Secretary was added to the editorial 
start' and requested to do the proof-reading. 

Dr. Valcour Chapman, after making a very touching speech respect- 
in g'his labor and sacrifice in the ministry during thirty-six years, asked 
for a change of his relation from effective to retired. On motion of T. 
B. Orville he was granted his request, and recommended to the Board 
of Conference Stewards. 

Rev. Edward Powell requested a change of relation from retired 
to active. By common consent his case was referred to the Commit- 
tee on Conference Relations. 

G. A. Payne desired a correction in the record as to his standing in 
point of years in the Conference. His request was granted and the 
Secretar yasked to make the change from 1892, so as to read 1891, 
and W. J. M. Price was changed so as to read 1892 instead of 1896. 

The committee in the case of H. B. F. Charles reported their find- 
ings. The verdict was "Not guilty as charged," and H. B. F. Charles 
had his character passed. The committee in the case of Norman Ford 
reported their verdict was "Not guilty as charged," and N. Ford had 
his character passed. Rev. J. 0. Brown, the commissioner appointed 
in the case of Sumner McGruder, reported that after careful investiga- 
tion, coupled with the said S. McGruder' s acknowledgment, he found 
him guilty as charged and recommended that he be expelled. On mo- 
tion of T. A. Brown the recommendation of the commissioner be ac- 
cepted, Dr. W. G. Alston moved an amendment to the motion that the 
said S. McGruder be allowed to withdraw under charges. The amend- 
ment was carried and the motion was lost, and Sumner McGruder 
was allowed to withdraw from the ministry and membership of the 
Methodist Episcopal Church for gross immorality, under charges. W. 
L. Dyas spoke on the extenuating circumstances in the case, after the 
commissioner read the confession of S. McGruder. The case was ended 
and W. H. Jones was appointed to get his parchments. 

Dr. W. A. C. Hughes, Secretary of the New Orleans Area, of the 
Centenary Movement, was then introduced. Before making his ad- 
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dress he called on Dr. W. Scott Chinn to represent or speak on the 
minute men. Attorney F. B. Smith, Dr. W. W. Lucas, W. G. Hayward, 
E. W. Kinchen and E. M. Jones ail followed with short speeches, mak- 
ing plain the different phases of the Centenary work. Dr. Hughes 
then, with no attempt at oratory, made a master speech in the interest 
of the work. So well was he handling the situation that an extensior 
of time was granted by common consent, that he might conclude the 
explanations of the many intricate phases of the work. 

A resolution was offered by T. F. Robinson indorsing the work of 
Dr. Hughes and his very sagacious selection of the men to help him 
in the work among us, and pledging our support and assistance along 
all lines. After a speech by J. A. Lindsay, favoring the whole move- 
ment, the resolution was indorsed. 

The Conference Board of Stewards then submitted their report of 
the moneys distributed to the retired preachers, widows and orphans. 
(See list, in report of the Board.) The money all being paid out, ana 
Rev. Arthur Robinson having submitted a claim for $25 funeral ex- 
pense for the wife of a deceased preacher, viz., Mrs. C. O. Pardo, on 
motion of W. G. Alston $10 of the money reported by W. J. M. Price, 
District Superintendent of the Alexandria District, from D. H. Young, 
at Mount Zion, Campti, La., whose report came too late to be entered 
. into this year's report, was, paid to Arthur Robinson on the funeral 
expense. 

On motion of C. W. Reeves, Rev. Edw. Powell had his character 
passed and was continued on the retired list. 

By common consent the money for the widow Frank Walker was 
turned over to T. F. Robinson, so as to adjust the funeral expense bill 
and turn the balance over to the widow. The report o fthe Stewards 
was adopted, and they were instructed to pay out no moneys of the 
claimants until all prior claims had been adjusted, by motion of C. C. 
Landry. On motion of W. J. M. Price the Rev. E. Hall's children were 
ordered placed on the claimant list. On motion of T. A. Brown, that 
hereafter at the death of a member of the Conference the Secretary 
be at once notified of the death, giving date and place of birth, date 
and place of death, age, number of years in the ministry, and name in 
full, also condition of the family. By common consent E. B. Richards' 
children were placed on the Conference claimant list. 

Aresolution indorsing the administration of Bishop W. P. Thir- 
kield, our resident Bishop, was offered by T. F. Robinson. The reso- 
lution was unanimously indorsed. A. Robinson offered a resolution 
indorsing the administration of Bishop F. J. McConnell as President of 
this Conference. Resolution was approved. See resolution. 

The Bishop, while thanking the Conference for the resolution, was 
careful to remind them that they should never forget that all honor 
was due their resident Bishop, who had immediate Episcopal supervi- 
sion over them, for whatever blessings might come to them during his 
admniistration. 

On motion of T. F. Robinson all the reports of Standing Committees 
were ordered printed in the minutes without being read.

Conference convened at 2:30 p. m. Twenty-minute song service was 
conducted by W. Scott Chinn.

Dr. W. A. C. Hughes was then introduced as Secretary of the New 
Orleans Centenary movement. He addressed the Conference in a very 
instructive and helpful way. Dr. R. E. Jones, editor of the South- 
western Christian Advocate, was then introduced by the master of 
ceremonies, E. W. Kinchen. Usual announcements. Benediction by 
Rev. F. T. Chinin. 

NIGHT SESSION. 

Friday, Jan. 24, 1919. 

Devotional exercises were conducted by Dr. W. G. Alston. Hymn sang, 
"I Love Thy Kingdom, Lord." Prayer by Cornelias Johnson. Song 
by the Wesley Chapel choir. Dr. Alston introduced Di;. R. E. Jones, 
editor of the Southwestern Christian Advocate, who addressed the 
Conference in the interest of the paper. Dr. Alston then introduced 
Dr. E. L. Williams, Field Secretary of the Temperance Board, who 
stirred the Conference with telling effect in the interest of the work 
of the Temperance Society for world-wide prohibition. Usual an- 
nouncements and Benediction by H. H. Dunn, D.D. 

FOURTH DAY'S SESSION. 
Saturday, Jan. 25, 1919. 

Conference convened at 8:30 a. m. Devotional exercises were con- 
ducted by Rev. M. R. Walker. Prayer by A. G. Jenkins. 

Minutes of the third day's session were read and approved. 

The following were admitted on trial and placed in the studies of 
the first year: 1. E. Beattie, S. L. Lemons, H. W. Gray, A. W. Johnson. 

Question 36. Where shall the next Conference be held ? 

Dr. J. L. Wilson gained the floor, and in a very spirited and eloquent 
maimer extended an invitation to the Conference to hold its next ses- 
sion in Shreveport, La., at St. Paul M. E. Church, followed by W. G. 
Alston, who seconded the motion with a masterly speech. Dr. T. F. 
Robinson then, in a very convincing manner, extended an invitation to 
First Street Church, New Orleans, La., followed by J. A. Lindsay; 
who seconded the nomination. After addresses pro and con a vote 
was taken, and Shreveport was unanimously elected. 

On motion of C. W. Reeves 11 o'clock was fixed as the hour for the 
Preachers' Aid meeting. 

A. Robinson, having presented a bill of $25 for the funeral of Sister 
C. 0. Pardo, and having been paid $10 out of the money brought in 
by W. J. M. Price, on motion of W. G. Alston the balance was referred 
to the Conference of 1920 at Shreveport, La. 

Dr. V. Chapman presented the case of G. C. Hayward, who had been 
sick all during the Conference, confined to bed with the "flu," and 
under the doctor's care. A collection of $14 was taken for him. 

The officers of the Woman's Home Missionary Society were then 
introduced, viz: Mrs. J. W. Turner, President; Mrs. T. J. Johnson, 
Vice-President; Miss Emma Bessie, Corresponding Secretary. 

A resolution, offered by D. S. Sloan, touching the Book Concern and 
the Southwestern Christian Advocate, was indorsed. (See resolution.) 
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A resolution touchnig the endowment fund of the New Orleans Uni- 
versity, requesting that all moneys raised for that institution be 
strictly used for the New Orleans University. After much delibera- 
tion the resolution was adopted. 

Garfield Robinson was elected to deacon's orders under Missionary 
Rule Committee on Education report. Report was adopted. (See re- 
port.) 

Joseph Stanley was elected to deacons' ordes as local preacher, to 
be ordained elsewhere.
